Geyzva Lax, Wis., July 16.—The ten days’ 
session of the Lake Geneva Christian Work 
Assembly, at Camp Collie, was brought to a 
close on Sunday. In the forenoon the cele- 
brated Maj.

In the afternoon he preached upon “ The 
Crucifixion of Christ,“ in his usually forcible, 
restless, entertaining manner.

NIKOPOLIS CAPTURED. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Nzw York, July 16.—A St. Petersburg dis- 
patch says the Russians from Sistova made an 
assault in heavy force upon and captured Nik- 
opolis this morning. 

Bucuarest, July 16.—A correspondent at 
Turnu-Magurelli, who ‘professes to be an eye- 
witness of a portion of the operations by which 
the Russians surrounded Nikopolis and cut off 
the retreat of the garrison; says a garrison of 
6,000 men and forty guns surrendered to the 
Russians, who also took prisoners Hassan and 
Achmet Pashas, commanding the garrison, and 
took two monitors. All other accounts repre- 
sent that the Turks evacuated Nikopolis before 
the Russians entered the town. 

A Simnitza special particularly reports that 
they managed with no little skill to carry off 
forty guns, which constituted the armament of 
the fortress. : 

MILITARY TRIBUNAL. 

Lonpon, July 16.—The Russians have estab-

PIERCED THE BALKANS. 

ALEXANDRIA, July 16.—A telegram from 
Sbumla yesterday states the Russian column is 
marching upon the Balkans via Demir-Capa.

Official telegrams declare that only a few scouts 
have crossed, and they were easily driven back. 
This would indicate tflat the Turks are playing 
the same game of mystification and exaggera- 
tion here that they tried in Armenia early in 
June. Then their object was to find 
out whether it was possible to force 
Great Britain to wmtervene by representing 
that the Russians were masters of the Euphrates 
Valley, the route to India. Their efforts now 
are probably directed both to England and 
Austria, the menace in this instance being 
that the road to Constantinople ts in the hands 
of the Russians. It48@ertain that no force of 
Russians adequate for serious operations has 
crossed the Balkans. It is equally certain that 
the Turks would not let the telegrams come 
through if they did not want the impression 
created that they are in a critical position, 

OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENTS, 

Sr. PsTerssurG, July 16.—it is officially an- 
nounced that the advance guard of the Russian 
army passed the Balkans on the evening of the 
13th inst. without firing a shot. Gen. Gurke, 
onthe afternoon of the l14th, surprised 300 
Nizans, who fled toward the Village of Kanari. 
The Russians lost one killed and five wounded. 
This is the expedition referred to in a dispatch 
previously telegraphed. Kanari is fifteen miles 
northwest of Yeri-Soghra, at the southern de- 
bouchment of the difficult and unfrequented 
road known as Twarditza Pass.

We defeated them, and drove 
them to Kara Boulaka, with the loss of 600 
killed, a quantity of provisions, twenty baggage- 
wagons, and their entire ambulance train.” 

BAYAZID. 

Sr. PeterssurG, July 16.—An Official dis- 
patch from the army of the Caucasus announces 
that the Russian garrison at Bayazid consisted 
on June 10 of four staff officers, twenty-six offi- 
cers, and 1,587 men. @f these, two staff officers 
and 144 men were killed, and seven officers and 
859 men woun during the siege. The re- 
mainder were much weakened by privations, 
and will require gat care before they can re- 
cover. The garrison lived on horseflesh toward 
the end of the siege.

A HISTORICAL SKETCH. 

Tne Butchers’ & Drovers’ Bank was - 
ized in 1867 with a nominal tal of $250,000, 
of which 30 cent was paidin. From time 
to — dividends were - and were 
credited to stock on the books until 50 per cent 
was up, making a working capital 
of $125,000. The bank did a flourish- 
ing business from the start, and, in addition to 
a heavy list of large depositors, became popular 
with small depositors, of which it had a host. 
This gave the bank such a prestige that two 
years ago, when only 40 percent of the stock 
was paid up, shares were selling from 70 to 
72 per cent, or a little over 75 per cent prenuum. 

THE NEW BANKING LAW TO BB RESISTED. 

As the suspension of the Butchers’ & Drovers’ 
is chargeable to the new Bau law which 
takes effect on Aug. 1, and as it is freely stated 
that several other institutions will owe their 
demise to the same cause if the law be en- 
forced, a ff ican re made a call 
upon seve of the State banks to learn 
how that law was regarded. He found it in 
small favor; but this was not all. He found 
that in view of possible trouble, counsel learned 
in the law had been consul and the position 
had been taken that the new law cannot be ap- 
plied to existing ban but can dnly affect 
banks organized after ang 1.

tract. They thereforefhold that this new Bank- 
ing law, making restrictions and requirements 
not contained in the original charters, is an at- 
tempt at the impairment of contracts and 
cannot stand. Nearly allof the State banks 
were organized under the general law of 1855, 
and that law constituted their charter. 
lawyers who insist on the validity of the new 
law as against existing banks, hold that the 
geveral law of 1855 contained a section which 
gave to the Legislature the right to pass amend- 
atory laws whenever deemed necessary, and, al- 
though the revised law, in Vol. 1 of Wagner's 
Statutes, repeals that original law, and does not 
re-enact this particular section, yet, the fact

CRIMINAL NEWS. 


The Forthcoming Trial of the 
Young Wisconsin Univer- 
sity Student. 


Detailed Account of the Cruel Crime 
with Which He Is Charged. 


A Fort Wayne Murderer Gets the Ben- 
efit of an Eccentricity of Crim- 
inal Law. 


THE COLLEGIATE’S CRIME. 
Spectat Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Mitwavkeez, July 16.—During the present 
week there will be an examination in our Mu- 
nicipal Court, before Judge Mallory, of a young 
man charged with a most atrocious murder— 
the deliberate killing Of bis own fmfant child, 
aged out 8 mouths. In addition to the more 
than ordinary excitement attending a murder 
case, there is the extraordinary change of front 
by the culprit since his arrest. 

Alba W. Dennett, the accused, was 4 law 
student in the University at Madison, Wis., un- 
til a few weeks since. He was the seducer of a 
girl named Caim, who gave birth to achild at 
Stevens Point, Wis., whether she had gone for 
her accouchement.® At about two days old it 
was brought to Mitwaukee and. given in charge 
of a woman named E. Lindert, who, it appears, 
showed great kindness to the child, a remarka- 
bly fine and handsome one, and, like many fos- 
ter mothers, became very much attached to it. 
The mother of the child is a teacher 
in one of the public schools at Prairie 

this State, holding that position at 
the present time. The father of Dennett lives 
there, either in the village or near by. 

Several weeks ago the child was found float- 
ing by some sailors near our Straight-Cut in a 
bag, its neck encircled with a string tightly 
drawn. For some time after the finding of the 
infant conjecture was busy as to whether a mur- 
der had been committed, or whether the parents 
of the child were too poor to bury it, and nad 
taken such means of disposing of the body. 
Much speculation was entered into about the 
matter, several of the officers opposing the 
theory of murder, 

Chief-cf-Police Beck quietly went to work 
and traced out the former abiding-place of the 
child, and also who had taken it away from the 
woman who had been caring for ij Having 
made the discovery, he immediately went to 
Madison, and, in ‘connection with ex-Sheriff 
Bishop, of Dane County, they secured the cus- 
tody of young Dennett, then in the law 
class of the University. Dennett confessed 
to the officers his having taken the child from 
the woman Lindert, and that he told her that it 
was his intention to provide it a home with its 
parents. He also told them of his first 1 
procured a bag, into which he put the chi! 
alter he left the woman’s house, and that while 

it along he squeezed it until death en- 
su when, having weighted the bag witha 
stone, he threw it into the river, sclecting one 
of the most retired and unfrequented spots in 


the stream. 

Several accounts haye already been published 
of interviews held wit® Dennett since bis incar- 
ceration in our jail. One gentleman from Mad- 
ison informs me that the confession of Dennett 
was not made until after be had been cautioned 
by Bishop of the consequences to him of what- 
ever he said. It was at the first interview, in 
Maaison, between Sheriff Bishop and Chief-of- 
Police Beck, that Dennett urged upon Beck the 
necessity of letting him stay in Madison until 
he graduated, promising to then go to Milwau- 
kee and make the matter all richt,“ evincing 
at that e a stoicism as startling as it is for- 
tunately uncommon. 

Since the confinement of Dennett ne has 
changed his tactics, At first he waived an ex- 
amination, but, quite recently, acting under the 
advice of his counsel, he filed an davit that 
his waiver of an er was due to the 
waat of counsel at the time he made the waiver, 
and he asked for an examination, which, through 
his counsel, James G. Jenkins, Esq., of the firm 
of Jenkins, Elliott & Winkler, w@® granted 
him, and the time fixed for the 19thinst. Mr. 
Vilas and the Hon. Georgs B. Smith, both of 


Madison, have also been retained for the de 


fense.

In both of those cases Mr. Butler“ was 
assigned assistant counsel and always eminent 
men,—in the Radcliffe case the Hon. Edward 
G. Ryan, our present Chief Justice, and in the 
Wheeler case the Hon. H. L. Palmer, now Pres- 
ident of the Northwestern Life-insurance Com- 
pany, who is conceded to be one of the most as- 
tute and ablest of lawyers, and who as 4 cross- 
examiner of witnesses has never had his equal 
in Wisconsin. 
The State will claim that Dennett killed the 
child with malice prepense; that he came to 
Milwaukee for that purpose; that the crime 
was deliberate murder with no mitigating cir- 
cumstances whatever. The confession of Den- 
nett will not be relied upon so much as many 
have supposed, but circumstantial testimony, 
&c., will be presented which the prosecution 
will claim to be overwhelming proof of 
the alleged murder; the procuring of the bag, 
the stone therein, the string around the child’s 
neck, letters written a short time after the child 
was killed, to the woman Lindert, in Dennett's 
hand writing, telling her that the child was safe ; 
that he had lost some of its clothes on the way 
to the home where he had taken the child, and 
other matters which, altogether unexplained, 
look very bad.

future time he would reclaim the child, when 
he was able to previde forit; that the bag was 
obtained to the child in so as to escape ob- 
servation, and that, while carrying it along, the 
child suffocated, without his fault or knowledge; 
that when he tound it dead he became fright- 
ened, and then for the first time he thougnt of 
hiding the body by adding the stone and 1 
ne it off the railroad bridge into the river. It 
stated that Dennett's counsel! will claim 
that his desire as expressed to Chief Beck, to 
be allowed to stay until after he had graduated, 
showed that he was not aware of the conse- 
quences of the act ha had committed,—even if 
he did intentionally kill the child, and, that he 
was thereby laboring under a delusion, or ab- 
eration of mind, at the time, and hence is un- 
accountable to the law as a criminal. It is 
claimed by many that the examination now 
asked for and granted is really only forthe pur- 
pose of finding out the whole of the evidence 
upon which the prosecution relies, and therefore 
be the better able to conduct the defense. 

A collection has been taken up, | am told, 
among the members of the church at Prairie 
Du Sac, to which the father of Dennett belongs, 
and it is said that quite an amount has been 
raised.

REPLY. 

The “failure” of our correspondent. “ to 
see the logie of the argument” is not a 
matter for which Tus Tuisunz is to be held 
responsible, as it did not create his weakness of 
sight. The Resumption act of 1875 says that, on 
and after Jan. 1, 1879, the greenbacks shall be 
redeemed in coin; which means silver, at the 
option of the Government. The face of the 
greenback reads that “The United States will 
pay the bearer so many dollars as the note 
calls for; ani, when the law was made provid- 
ing for the issue of greenbacks, a dollar hheant 
412 grains of silver, or ome-sixteenth that 
number of grains in gold. The promise for 
both notes and bonds was payment of a certain 
weight of silver or gold, whichever the Govern- 
ment pleased. ‘Ihe holders of the greenbacks 
are public creditors, just as much as the holders 
of the bonds; and each class stands on pre- 
cisely the same footing as to the redemption of 
their claims. The latter is entitled to no better 
kind of money than the former; both are en- 
titled to payment in coin; and that does not 
mean that one shall have gold and the other 
silver payment. 

The claims of the bondholders will be 
fully satisfed by payſaæ them in coin; nothing 
more was promised or expected when the bonds 
were sold. The term coin was used for the ex- 
press purpose of giving the Government the 
option. The Government has always paid its 
debts in whichever was the cheaper of the two 
metals. The purchasers of the bonds well knew 
that fact. The Government never undertook to 
insure that silver would forever be worth as 
much as gold, or vice versa. If the enactment 
of the law of 1878, forbidding the coinage of 
silver dollars, has cofitributed in any degree to 
decreasing the value of silver, the repeal of that 
law and remonetizing silver will enhance it. 
The demonetizing of silver by Germany and 
Holland is the  chief—almost sole— 
cause of the depreciation of silver. Most of 
our bonds held abroad are owned by the people 
of those two countries, and both the German 
and Holland Governments perfectly well know 
that the American bonds were payable, princi- 
pal and interest., in con, which includes silver; 
aud that our Government had the option, by 
the contract, to pay in either metal. They also 
knew that their action in demonetizing silver 
would necessarily have the effect to depreciate 
that metal and enhance gold. They cannot, 
therefore, find any fault with the American 
Government for resuming the coinage of its 
old standard doliar of silver, and paying its 
debts therewith. Our correspondent says that 
he bondholders, for the most part, are 
foreigners.’’ This is not true; at the present 
time, more than half the bonds are 
held by our own citizens. Many of 
the bonds held by foreigners have been 


sent back and sold since the panic of 1873, and 


the Government has called in and redeemed a 
great many of the 5-20s held abroad. 

We repeat what we said before, that bonds, as 
well as greenbacks, are payable fn silver dollars, 
at the option of the Government; and such 
payment is right and honest, because strictly in 
accordance with the original contract and un- 
derstanding. 


CURRENCY-ASPHYXIA. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cmicaco, July 16.—The able article in your 
issue of yesterday (Sunday), on Gold-Resump- 
tion, is timely in every respect, and must com- 
mand the attention of the members of the Na- 
tional Board of Trade, to whom it is more par- 
ticularly addressed.

A private letter from a — officer of 
rank, dated Ploiesti, June 7 “The Com- 
mander-in-Chief passes whee 4 on horse- 
back, reviewing the troops which keep pouring 
in and out of the town continually, and giving 
his personal attehtion to every branch of the 
administration of the army. At night he works 
in bis study, receives reports, and lays out the 
future movements of the different arm army corps 
along the bank.

The fruit commission men of Chicago 
have effected an organization for the pur- 
pose of defeating the ordinance requiring 
honest measure, and lest they should fail in 
this they have appointed a committee to 
wait upon the Common Council and urge 
the suspension of the ordinanee until Jan. 1. 
It is earnestly hoped that the Couneil will 
do nothing of the kind. The ordinance is 
just and proper, and should be enforced. A 
sufficient time has elapsed since it went into 
effect to enable growers, shippers, and 
dealers to prepare to meet its requirements, 
and it is late in the day to be complaining of 
injury to the fruit trade of Chicago. The 
fact is thats the manufacturers of berry- 
boxes and peach-baskets are. naw, and for 
several weeks have been, furnishing pack- 
ages which comply with the Chicago ordi- 
nance, and are able to fill all orders of this 
kind; they are also making the dishonest 
boxes and baskets in large quantities, be- 
cause the latter are still in demand. It is 
therefore clear that the use of dishonest 
packages is willful and deliberate, and that 
the ordinance can and ought to be enforced. 


The bank-suspensions in St. Louis and 
the partial panic which exists there should 
not have any serious influence outside of 
that city. The event, however disastrous it 
may be in St. Louis, is purely local to that 
city, and occasioned by purely local causes. 
The broken banks were small, speculative in- 
stitutions, which have used up their funds in 
bridge-building and real-estate speculations, 
out of which the values were squeezed long 
ago, and, having no money, of course when 
depositors call for it they have to close, A 
badly-managed banking-house can no more 
continue business without money than a 
badly-managed private house, The run in 
St. Louis is simply wipingout weak and rot- 
ten banks which ought to have gone under 


long ago, but it will leave the conservative 


and well-managed institutions stronger than 
ever. It may inflict a present loss upon a 
considerable number of individuals, but it 
will result in greater security for the future. 
We in Chicago have ben through the 
same experience. Our great fire and the 
losses resulting therefrom caused a stringen- 
cy that tested all our banks. We had a 
settlement, ami the insecure, speculating, 
recklessly-mahaged institutions were wiped 
out, but the solvent banks, which were so 
prudently managed that they could look after 
their obligations, remained, and are now 
stronger than ever. St. Louis, being sub- 
jected to no such direct pressure, has simply 
arrived later at this interesting epoch in her 
financial existence, but will find after she 
has got rid of the chaff that her present mis- 
fortune is a blessing, and that it would have 
been better for her if she had long ago lost 
these miserable speculative institutions, 
which should never have had a right to a 
legal existence, or at least should never have 
been allowed to take other people’s money 
simply to waste it. 


A GOLD CURRENCY. 

The newspapers in the Eastern cities which 
are insisting that the country shall have but 
one currency, and that gold, and that the 
Government shall begin to redeem its Treas- 
ury notes in gold on the Ist of January, 1879, 
and continue to redeem them so long as 
they are presented, seem to ba blind to some 
of the inevitable consequences of such a 
policy. Among these papers are the New 
York Times and Hvening Post, Boston Ad. 
vertiser and Transcript, New York Tribune, 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican, and the Na- 
tion. They insist that there shall be no law- 
ful money other than gold, and that all 
credits shall be payable in gold. 

One of these papers, the Boston Transcript, 
in a recent article flippamtly dismisses the 
inquiry how the banks are to redeem their 
notes by saying: : 

Suppose that the Government were to-day to 
take in every greenback and substitute gold for it. 
Then would there be any obligation whatever on 

the Government to redeem bank -- notes to-morrow? 
Surely not. Tbe banks must look out for them- 
selves. They can redéem in greenbacks as long as 
they have the Government notes, which, having 
been presented fdr redemption and canceled, have 
not to be redeemed again, i 

Do these papers suppose that the business 
of resuming specie payments consists in 
redeeming the greenbacks, and that, when 
this is done, that is an end of all trouble? 
There are now something less than $700,-

deem their notes, then the banks will take 
care of themselves by surrendering their 
circulation and taking their bonds. How 
else are they to méet the emergency? The 
bank-note circulation has so ceased to be 
profitable that it is even now falling off 
every week; if it be insisted on that the 
greenbacks shall be redeemed in gold in 
January, 1879, and that thereafter the banks 
must redeem their notes in the same metal, 
it will be by that date reduced to the min- 
imum allowed by law, and this they will 
take special care to protect. These news- 
papers refuse to take notice that, as the law 
now stands, National Banks cannot afford to 
put up $100 gold security for $90 currency, 
payable in gold, and, in addition to all local 
taxation, pay the Government a tax on de- 
posits and circulation equal to 2 per cent on 
the latter, and that their only safety is be- 
fore January, 1879, to withdraw their circu- 


the greenbacks pass away the bank notes will 
disappear with them. Never mind, say these 
gentry, the Government, having extinguished 
the paper, gold will be in such demand that it 
will have an extraordinary value, and the 
creditor class will have literally a golden 
harvest. With the currency of the country 
reduced to $200,000,000 of gold, these peo- 
ple think prosperity will be secured. 

Before such a condition of things is 
reached, the country generally will have 
something to hay. To have the Government 
redeem its notes in gold is, after all, begin- 
ning specie resumption at the wrong end. 
Private capital alone can resume specie pay- 
ments, and it must be done through the 
agency of the banks. Before the greenbacks 
shall be withdrawn some other currency must 
be provided, and that can only be a bank 
circulation. The banks must be encouraged 
to enlarge their circulation, the War taxes 
must be abolished, and they must be al- 
lowed a circulation equal to the par 
value of their circulation., Instead of be- 
ing driven out of existence, the issue 
of bank paper should be allowed to be profit- 
able, and then the banks will furnish the 
country with all the paper currency that will 
be wanted. The silver dollar being restored 
as a legal-tender, the extraordinary value of 
gold declining with the unusual demand for 
gold, the gold, silver, bank-note, and green- 
back will reach a common value, and specie- 
resumption will take place as an easy and 
natural result. This, however, is not what is 
wanted by the Eastern press. They want a 
wholesale contraction, and an exclusive gold 
currency,—regardiess of the wreck and ruin 
which these involve. Let us have specie 
payments, but not in the shape of an earth- 
quake, norin the form of a general, over- 
whelming calamity.

THE RESPONSIBLE SYSTEM OF GOVERN- 


MENT. 

„Responsible Government has been the 
subject of a large number of articles in the 
reviews, magazin, and newspaper press of 
this country during the past year. Most of 
them have been written with the purpose 
of urging the adoption in the United States 
of the system of Government known by this 
designation. To this end they have de- 
scribed its advantages, and have dwelt par- 
ticularly on the fitness of a Government that 
should respond promptly and directly to the 
will of the people; many of them have clam- 
ored for the immediate substitution of the 
responsible system for that which now pre- 
vails, as though the substitution were an 
easy matter; but nearly all of them have 
failed to point out the radical changes that 
would be necessary. For those who desire 
to give the subject consideration, i+ will be 
well to notice the difference between the 
English and American systems. 

The American system is based upon the 
theory of three independent and co-ordinate 
branches of the Government, viz. : The Ex- 
ecutive, the Legislative, and the Judiciary. 
Whe independence of the Executive and the 
Legislative branches, each of the other, is 
absolute, inasmuch ag each acquires author- 
ity from the people, who elect both fora 
fixed term. The President exercises the 
powers defined by the Constitution through 
a vote of the people primarily as much as 
Congress, and the Governor of a State can 
claim the same independence as the Legisla- 
ture, as the people have created both. The 
Judiciary of the State is likewise elected by 
thagpeople, and the Supreme Court of the 
United States acquires a similar independ- 
ence by a life tenure and the authority to 
construe the constitutionality of the laws 
passed by the Legislature. The situation is 
pretty fairly described in the language of 
the exhibitor who explained the picture 
„Dam in the Lions’ Den” to 
the small boys at the peep-show, when 
he said: If you look at Darts. 
to the left, you will observe he don’t care a 
damn for the liens; and if you look at the 
lions crouching on the right, you will like- 
wise observe they don’t care a damn for 
Dax. The theory of our Government is 
that each of the three branches, having 
clearly-defined functions, hold a power of 
attorney from the people, and one is not su- 
perior to the other. The Legislature has no 
authority to ask the President to step down, 
nor the President any more to tell the Con- 
gress to go about its business, while the Su- 
preme Court may sit in defiance of both and 
construe the laws affecting the action of 
both. This system has worked harmofious- 
ly and given pretty general satisfaction for 
more than eighty years, with the occasional 
serious jarring that has arisen from a cum- 
bersome method of choosing a President, 
which could be abandoned without abandon- 
ing the system as a whole. 

Now the peculiarity of the English re- 
sponsible system is that the people cheose 
the Legislature alone, leaving to it not 
merely the making of the laws, but the ap- 


lation aud obtain their bonds, and that when.

all events, the Executive would be entirely 
subordinate and subservient to Oongress. 
The dangers to be apprehended from a cabal 
under such a governing a country 
that embraces a Whole continent and people 
of diverse character and clashing interests, 
are matters to be thought of seriously before 
abandoning a syétem whieh was intended to 
act, and generally does act, as a series of 
checks and regulators upon the various parts. 
A formidable Congressional cabal, controlling 
the official patronage of the country and 
managing the political machine, might easily 
manipulate elections and leave to the people 
no resort except in revolution. An oligarchy 
may be as despotic as a monarchy when un- 
restrained. 

But the change of system would not stop 
with dhe National Government. It would 
nece ssarily follow that the responsible sys- 


a Board of Aldermen, who would then ap- 
point Mayor, Clerk, Comptroller, Treasurer, 
and the others necessary to the work of ad- 
ministration, The veto power is, of course, 
inconsistent® with the responsible theory, 
and local Government in America would 
more than ever be at the mercy of the bum- 
mer class, who, by ingenious distribution and 
aggregation, could almost always secure a ma- 
jority of Aldermen. ‘The adoption of this 
system throughout the gountry would con- 
siderably lessen the number of elections, and 
on this account it will attract the opposition 
of that large class that believe in primaries, 
and caucuses, and the excitement and mon- 


ey-spending” of campaigns. The change 


would be so sweeping and startling that con- 


servative men, for very different reasons, 
will hesitate to risk it. We think most of 
those who have been discussing the subject 
have done so somewhat loosely, and have ig- 
nored many of the difficulties that beset the 
proposed change. 
I 
MERCANTILE FAILURES. 

We print elsewhere a statement of the 
bankruptcies in the United States in the first 
half of 1877, taken fram the Mercantile 
Agency’s circular, which will commend itself 


to business men, and give them ample op- 
portunities for speculating on the vexed - 


problem whether the revival of business 
prosperity has commenced, as some sanguine 
financiers have announced. Regarding the 
number of failures, the cirqnlar states that 
there were 9,092 in 1876 and 7,740 in 1875, 


and that during the first half of this year 


there have been 4,749 against 4,600 in the 
first half of 1876 and 3,563 in the first half of 
1875. At the first glance this appears to be 
a considerable increase, yet the proportion of 
insolvents to the numberof persons in busi- 
ness does not increase in the same ratio as 
the number of: failures, since the circular 
states that the list of names from which 
these insolvencies ‘are reported comprises 
701,650 firms and individuals, against 691,154 
six months ago. The aggregate of commer- 
cial failures presents some interesting facts. 
The total liabilities for 1875 were $201,061,- 
833; for 1876 they were $191,117,786. The 
total for the past six months is $99,606,171. 
If the next six months should prove as dis- 
astrous as the last six, the total would reach 
$199, 212,342, or $8,094,556 more than 1876 
and $1,847,991 less than in 1875, A fairer 
way to make comparisons is to group the re- 
turns by complete years. For the year end- 
ing June 30, 1876, the number of failures 
was 8,776, and the liabilities $233,632,516; 
for the year ending June 30, 1877, the num- 
ber of failures was 9,241, an increase of 
465, but the . liabilities were $182,308,435, a 
decrease of $51,324,081. The average of 
liabilities in the one case was $26,662, and 
in the other only $19,726. The increase in 
the number of failures may be gc- 
counted for partly by the increase in 
the number of firms and partly by local 
causes, such as the disastrous collapse in 
mining stocks in San Francisco. That city 
alone reports $4,825,816 of liabilities during 


the last quarter, for the cause above stated, 


against $1,773,109 for the first six months of 
1876, an increase of $3,152,707. The Bos. 
ton Advertiser makes the following compila- 
tion for the various sections of the country 
from the tables in the circular:

The table shows that New England and the 
South have made a very decided improve- 
ment, showing a combined decrease of $16,- 
742,944. The Middle Atlantic, Central, and 
Northwestern States combined are compara- 
tively stationary, the increase being $2,010,- 
932. The Pacific Slope has suffefed very 
heavily, showing an increase of $5,922,964. 
The reports from the principal commercial 


among the statutes of the United States the 
act of 1853, which reduced the weight of 


sums of $5 and less. Up to that time the 


silver dollar weighed 412} grains and the 


small coins in proportion. The act of 1853 


1. The weight of the Aal/-dollar, or piece of 50 
cents, shali be 192 grains, and the quarter-dollar, 
dime, and half-dime shall be respectively one- 
half, one-fifth, and one - tenth ot the weight of eaid 
half-dollar. 

2. The silver coins issued in conformity with the 
above section shall be legal-tenders in payment of 
debts for all sums not exceeding $5. 

The argument, in which consists the grand 
discovery, is that Congress, by making the 
small coins a legal-tender for $5, made them 
more valuable as money than the dollar, 
which contained twenty-eight and a half 
grains more silver than a dollar made up of 
small coins; and therefore, being more val- 
uable as money, the silver dollars were run 
in and recoined into half-dollars; and that 
thus practically the silver dollar was demon- 
etized as far back as 1853. 

The silver dollar was by law the unit of 
value of American money, and it was imma- 
terial whether it was coined or not. It 
weighed 4124 grains, nine-tenths of which 
were pure silver, and that weight of that 
fineness was by law the value of the Ameri- 
can dollar. The weight of the gold dollar 
was originally in the proportion of 1 to 
15 in silver. This made our gold dollar too val- 
uable, and, it being more valuable as bullion 
than as coin, it was exported as fast as 
coined. To remedy this, Congress reduced 
the weight of the gold coin, making it in 
the proportion of 1 to 16 of silver. In due 
time the great discoveries of gold reduced 
its proportionate value, and American silver 
coin, in the proportion of 16 to 1 in gold, 
became more valuable as bullion than as coin; 
so as fast as our silver was coined it was 
bought in the proportion of 1 gold dollar for 
16 silver dollars, and exported. To remedy 
this, Congress, in order to supply the coun- 
try with small change, which would not be 
exported, provided, in 1853, that the silver 
coins less than a dollar should weigh 384 
grains to the dollar, instead of 412} grains 
as heretofore. That coinage has continued 
ever since. Before that time silver coinage 
was free; that is, any person could take his 
silver to the Mint and have it coined; but this 


privilege was repealed, so far as the 
small coins, of which the Government 


retained the monopoly and the profit. 


The silver dollar, however, remained un- 
changed, a legal-tender, and the unit of 
value of American money, and of its original 
weight. The coinage of silver dollars was 
slight long before 1853, because gold was the 
cheaper; the silver dollars were not coined 
into half-dollars, because the silver dollar 
was worth as metal 103 in gold, while two 
half-dollars were worth only 96 cents in gold. 
The dollar continued to be coined in small 
quantities down to March, 1873, the coinage 
during the last year being greater than it had 
been for many years previous. The dis- 
covery of the Journal, that the silver dollar 
was practically demofetized when the small 
coins were made more valuable” by being 
reduced in weight and value, is remarkable, 
and is one for the honor of which we have 
no idea that any one will dispute with that 
paper.

THE NEW PLEASURE-BOAT. 

Sailing for pleasure is more talked gbout than 
understood in this part of the country. Most 
‘of the sailing on the lakes is better adapted to 
accomplish any other purpose whatever. There 
is, first of all, the knowledge that these large 
bodies of inland water are exceedingly treacher- 
ous. Moreover, the style of boat used, and the 
erder of seamanship employed, are not of a 
nature to inspire confidence. Amateur sailing, 
as a rule, resembles the path of glory only in 
being a direct and convenient highway to the 
grave. This state of affairs is not as it should 
be, and not such as we have a reason to expect. 
Sailing is a healghful sport, and, under the 


proper conditions, can be made a safe one. 


With the present facilities in Chicago, the only 
precautions that can taken are the engage- 


ment of competent men to sail the boat, and 


the existence of a reasonable degree of 
prudence in the choice of a craft. There 
is room, however, for a very considerable 
improvement in the construction of pleasure- 
boats, by which they might be made at once 
safer, more commodious, and swifter. We find 
this subject treated in an interesting article in a 


late number of Harper’s Magazine, the substance 


of which we propose to give for the benefit of 
adventurous amateurs. 

The common form of pleasure-boat in Amer- 
ica is cat-rigged, having a mainsail with a long 
boom and a shorter gaff. In our own lake, how- 
ever, and in the Wisconsin lake-region there 
has recentiy been a move in the direction of in- 
creased security by the addition of a jib to the 
ordinary mainsail. A boat thus provided is 
dignified with the name of yacht n the West, 
although it would hardly be recognized as such 
on the ocean. The dangers to which a cat-rigged 
boat is liable arise mainly, of course, from the 
incompetency of the persons who assume to sail 
them, The most effectual remedy for them 
would be the removal to another sphere of 
action of the self-appointed sailors; but this 
cure is not always practicable for the want of 
means to enforce it, and it is objectionable on 
account of its excessive severity. The fact must 
be taken for granted that a large majority of 
our pleasure-boats are now, and must hence- 
forth be, sailed by persons excellently qualified 
to drown themselves and their friends. They

closely to the tree*tructure. The catamaran is 
made by lashing two boards together, or unit- 
ing them by means of planks laid transversely 
to the keels. If the two boats thus united re- 
tain their original shape, the space between the 
inner sides will not be uniform from stem to 
stern, being widest at the ends and narrowest 
in the middle. As the boat advances, the water 
will on the sides of the boat as a wedge, 
offering a resistance that at once puts speed out 
of the question, makes tacking or putting 
about a work of extreme difficulty. The flying 
proa of the Ladrone Islands escapes these 
difficulties by a slight change in construc- 
tion. The sides of the two 
boats joined together as in the case 
of the catamaran have not the usual curvature, 
but are made flat. They offer little resistance 
to the water, and act as a centre-board when 
beating against the wind. The primitive proa, 
however, is a clumsy affair, one of the boats be- 
ing in effect only a huge outrigger, while the 
other holds the mast and the crew. The writer 
in Harper's suggests a modification of this plan 
in such a manner that the deck should extend 
over both boats, and a lateen sail, rigged suffi- 
ciently high, be suspended from a mast in the 
centre. The two huils should be built of gal- 
vanized sheet-iron, and in five compartments. 
A boat thus constructed might be run on the 
rocks without sinking, and the heaviest squall 
could not capsize it. The greenest amateur 
who tempts the wrath of Providence on Lake 
Michigan could not sink himself on such a boat. 
The most important feature of the modified proa, 
it should be noticed, isthe flat inner-side. If 
the new Channel steamer, the Castalia, had been 
built on this principle, it would not now bea 
conceded failure. Its slow rate of speed is due 
solely to the wedge of water which is forced 
against its sides amidships. With flat sides 
there would be no wedge, no decrease in speed, 
and no failure; for it is conceded that the Cas- 
talia, but for her slowness, would be the most 
comfortable boat on the English Channel. She 
rolis very little, and the chances of seasickness 
among her passengers are reduced to a mini- 
mum. The principles of the modified proa are 
simple enough, and ought to be given a trial. 
The benefits to be derived from safe pleasure- 
boats and eomfortable passenger-steamers are 
important, and sh®uid lead the boat-builders to 
put their wits in operation. The reproach so 
often uttered, that the ark of Noam conformed 
exactly to the proportions approved by modern 
shipwrights, ought no longer to be heard.

’ THE MISSOURI BANKS AND THE MISSOURI BANK- 
ING LAW. 

There may be some connection between the tum - 
Die in St. Louis banks and the sternness of the new 
Banking law which goes into effect on Aug. 1. 
This law, which was known in the Legislatare as 
‘the Phelan bill, is very stringent. Its thirteenth 
section makes it necessary for any bank to cease to 
do besiness when the capital stock has been im- 
paired to the extent of 25 percent. The banks are 
not allowed to make any dividends if the stock be 
impaired inany degree. One of the severest pro- 
visions of the law is directed against officers who 
receive deposits when they know that their bank is 
insolyent. or in failing circumstances. They are 


made personally responsible for all deposits taken 


in such cases. It is believed that many of the St. 
‘Louis banks are impaired to such an extent as to be 
unable to continue in business under the new law. 
‘The shrinkage in values of real estate. and bonds, 
@nd securities, and losses by bad leans, have 
brought several of the banks within the prohibi- 
tion of the law, and the suspensions now taking 
place are prudential as well as necessary.

demand. Wheat was dulled by the news of bank 
failares in St. Louis, which probably prevented a 
radical advance here, due to increasing strength in 
Europe. It was feared that the troubles in St. 
Louis will result in a material increase of receipts 
of wheat here, and thus augment the supply to the 
short interest. Corn was surprisingly strong, in 
view of the fact that the receipts were large, and 
expected to be so for two or three weeks to come; 
a good shipping demand absorbed al! the offerings. 

We note that the British markets were very strong 
on both wheat and corn, indicating that the supplies 
in sight from that coantry are not so ample as has 


deen claimed recently. Other markets presented 


few new features of interest, outside of freights, 
which were firmer under the prospect of a continued 
good demand for corn-room. 

In wholesale dry-goods circles a continuance 
of the quiet prevalent for some weeks past was 
apparent. A fair number of orders were placed. 
but,as they were generally restricted to such quan- 
tities as are needed for the ‘pursuance of current 
trade, the aggregate distribution did not reach 
very large propértions. Prices were firm and un- 
changed. Griceries were dealt in pretty freely, 
and for mos? lines the market maintained a firm 
tone. Sugure continue in large demand, bat, con- 
trary to general expectation, do not advance. Cof- 
fees are in a strong position, and bid fair te go 
higher. Rice remains firm. The demand for bat- 
terand cheese was fairly active at full previous 
prices. Fish were active and firm, with cod held 
at an advance of 25c per 100 Bs. The dried-fruit 
market was quiet. Apples and prunes were firm. 
Layer raisins, raspberrics, and pitted cherries were 
quoted lower. No changes were developed in the 
leather, tobacco, coal, and wood markets. Oils 
were generally quiet; the exceptions were carbon 
and lard—the latter being very active. 

The lumber market was fairly active and steady.
